Bide. more than ever before, contract interior 
design is being recognized as a specialized field. 
The contract interior designer must not only be 
a qualified interior designer but he must be 
thoroughly conversant with hotel and _institu- 
tional operation as well. 

His attitude and his approach must be different, 
for he can no longer think in terms of merely 
pleasing the wealthy client. He must cater to a 
wide cross-section of people, which may be the 
traveling public, the shopping public or perhaps 
the “movie” fans. Individual whims must give 
way to the satisfaction of mass tastes, yet it is 
still the duty of the interior designer to hold the 
restraining hand in the all-important matter of 
style and good taste. 

The contract interior designers are a “brutal” 
lot. “Art for art’s sake” is all very well, but we 
measure success in cash register returns. We 


design for eye-appeal and beauty, but we can 
never lose sight of the fact that our customer is 
a business man who must make a profit. 

Our work in the contract field leads to many 
by-paths: we buy kitchen equipment and cash 
registers, revolving doors and neon signs, eleva- 


tor cabs and bath tubs. We make arrangements 
for efficient front office operation and see to the 
layout of bar equipment. Employed by banks,

aware of the value of attractive settings 
for their business. Their success de- 
pends upon their ability to persuade the 
public to purchase their food or liquors 
or service at consistent prices. Good 
food, good liquors and good service, 
alone, however, will not long sustain a 
flourishing business. The most popular 
(and therefore most prosperous) restau- 
rants complement their wares with good- 


looking interiors. 

The interior designer who finds him- 
self commissioned to furnish and design 
a restaurant has a greater responsibility 
than merely the creation of beautiful 











backgrounds. He must produce a work- 
able furnishing plan. He must reckon 
with a fickle public which demands easy 
traffic lanes, comfortable seating furni- 


ture, easy access to checking facilities, 
rest rooms and a hundred other conveni- 
ences not usually encountered in resi- 
dential planning. The interior designer 
must provide for quick service by the 
restaurant staff—which calls for pro- 
per location of pantries, food checkers 
and service bars. 

All of these conditions must be met 
and solved, too, with an eye upon the 
size of the investment. There is a definite 
relationship between the quality of the 
interior furnishings and the character 
of the patronage intended to be served.

The night club represents our most sophisticated 
interior. The tea room, the chop house, the chain 
restaurant, each presents its peculiar degree of 
sophistication, in the kind of patron it will attract. 
Appropriateness of style, quality and cost for each 
type of operation, is therefore the principal condi- 
tion which should govern the artistic effort of the 
interior designer. It is this sense of appropriate- 
ness which will guide the interior designer in his 
effort to produce for the owner a proper return 
on his investment. 

Restaurant furniture must be designed to pro- 
duce the utmost sturdiness consistent with good 
proportions. The quality of the carpets, china, 
silver and glass wares must be such as will best 
stand up under the vicissitudes of public use. Re- 
pairs affect maintenance costs and profits can 
quickly disappear if the interior designer has 
overlooked this important factor. Herein lies 
another challenge to the interior designer: he will 
be well advised to guide the owner into spending 
his money for long wearing furnishings, even at 
the sacrifice of some very costly decorative effect.

AN INTERVIEW WITH 
NORMAN BEL GEDDES 


“Tie first requisite of the theater is that it must 
furnish recreation. And if the audience cannot 
be induced into a state of receptiveness to enter- 
tainment, the players cannot give a convincing 
performance and the play will be unsuccessful in 
terms of the theater. But to give an audience 
recreation, the theater must at the same time 
stimulate it. 

“In many ways, the present-day plan of our 
theaters does not contribute to this end. The 
auditorium of any theater has a definite effect 
upon the receptivity of an audience, not only 
during a performance but prior to it. Neverthe- 
less the interiors of most theaters are horrible 
examples of not only bad taste but lack of theatri- 
cal foresight; indeed the judgment, taste and 
design exemplified in ninety-five per cent of the 
theaters of America is the most atrocious display

There is the 
Radiant group of direct, bright colors which offer con- 
trast; the second is the Vibration group of neutralizing 
effects, sharp, dry tones with a feeling of quality; the 
Iridescent group includes sparkling highlights of clear, 
cold tones; the Opalescent group is mellow with a moist 
effect which produces luminosity. Manufacturers and de- 
signers very often make the mistake of combining these 
groups with one another, thus creating color discord. As 
every color of the spectrum is contained in each group, 
mistakes cannot occur if the colors are kept within each 
range. It’s an interesting experience to hear and see this 
whole story, so we suggest a personal visit to learn more.

night club, a “must” in the cafe society’s list for many 
years, almost spelled failure by changing the interior 
design of the room to a scheme not in keeping with what 
was expected of the club. The owner, recognizing his 
mistake, had the costly new room torn out and the original 
décor reinstated. This owner has learned that the interior 
design and atmosphere were vital factors in the success 
of his operation. 

By showmanship and merchandising ingenuity in 
creating a theme for a room that is appealing and attracts 
business, I am reminded of a supper room in a famous, 
successful hotel which did very little business during the 
summer but which, by changing the interior design of the 
room to a tropical, romantic setting, not only took on new 
life overnight but became one of the outstanding hotel 
supper room successes in the country. 

Another concrete example may be cited of how show- 
manship and ingenuity in creating a theme of design 
made the night club a sure success—although its next- 
door neighbor, another night club, attractive in design 
but having no showmanship—is suffering because of 
lack of business. This latter room, a very dressy and 
attractive place, has no individuality or customer-appeal 
for its scheme of décor, and, although it possesses ex- 
cellent design qualities, arouses no interest or customer- 
appeal in its interior design and murals. The successful 
night club, owned by a clever showman, decided upon 
a “timely” motif for its room—a stylized South American 
setting which in itself offers individuality, romance and 
customer-appeal and gives the operator a chance to 
elaborate on its setting and to complete an authentic 
picture by using South American music and entertain- 
ment. This means hitting the psychological note both in 
the interior design and merchandising idea of a room 
to insure its success in the face of strong competition. 

Night club operators are fast learning that showman- 
ship in the interior design of their rooms offers greater 
opportunities of merchandising successful rooms while 
others, not following this theory, find that their chart of 
good and bad business depends on how outstanding their 
orchestra or entertainment might be during that period 
which would attract business. This means costly enter- 
tainment bills as well as the problem of knowing what 
entertainment should follow the last period’s successful 
or unsuccessful billing. Showmanship in choosing the 
motif of interior design makes the problem of entertain- 
ment easier. 

Some may point to outstanding successes in night clubs 
where there isn't any showmanship used in the interior 
designing, and I am mindful of two in particular in New 
York that are nationally known. These clubs, however, 
employ outstanding showmanship and merchandising 
ability in another way. In the first place, the owners 
themselves are unusual hosts. They know the art of 
making friends and treat their customers as guests: 
flowers to the patron who may be ill; a corsage to a

insurance companies and other absentee owners, we are 
entrusted with a job from its inception to its completion.

instilution can provide any number of hair-raising ex- 
hibits of what can be done in the spirit of good clean fun. 

In classrooms, the color of the walls should be such 
as to reflect the maximum amount of light without, of 
course, a glazed finish. A darker dado is frequently 
desirable. Where blinds are used, they should be of the 
same color as the walls. An attractive practical scheme 
may be worked out by carrying out the dado, metal parts 
of the desk, door trim, etc., in the same color, with the 
walls a light contrasting tone. If the floors have a con- 
trollable color as in rubber or asphalt tile, it may be 
brought into the decorative scheme. Rooms on _ the 
north side of the building may, with good effect, be made 
warmer in color. In all classrooms ceilings should be as 
near white as possible. 

Auditoriums offer many special problems, for here as 
elsewhere in the school building, hard wear will be in 
order. A wainscot is essential and materials used for its 
purpose include wood veneer, dark painted plaster, lin- 
oleum, plastics or other facings that will not show dirt and 
wear. The walls, of course, should receive an acoustic 
analysis and the material chosen will enter into the scheme 
of decoration and design. 

In choosing flooring material for the aisles, it should be 
remembered that quietness is an important quality and in 
sloping floors slippery surfaces are to be avoided. For 
sites and secondary schools plywood seating has been

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almost universal in the past but there are many examples 
of modern secondary schools and of course colleges with 
upholstered seats. In such cases the color of the fabric 
aids greatly in arriving at a satisfactory color scheme. 

The cafeteria is a room that has been frequently neglec- 
ted by school designers, though there are opportunities 
here for using modern material in a gay and interesting 
way. If the room does not get direct sunlight during the 
lunch period. or if it must rely chiefly on artificial light, it 
calls for help from the interior designer. Certainly cheer- 
fulness should be the keynote of the decoration. Linoleum 
covered table tops are practical and become a factor in 
building up a color scheme. Flooring should be selected 
for resistance to slipping and ease of maintenance. 

In private schools, colleges and universities there are 
many types of interiors not frequently met with in the 
elementary and secondary public schools, and each pro- 
vides its own problem, but in addition to solving the 
design problems in an attractive way, the same judicious 





attention to maintenance and durability must be observed. |

Atmosphere is important. The showroom must be 
slightly spectacular, but only slightly. Not so much 
so that it overshadows the merchandise. If cheap mer- 
chandise is shown in too luxurious a background many 
customers will think it will be too expensive. 

In the case of showrooms for certain purposes, as for 
furniture, the opportunity and the temptation is there 
to do too much, or to show interiors that are too ideal 


or too far in the future. This will also make the customers 
think that this is merchandise which they cannot use 
unless they build a new house or a new world for it. 


It is important to show the proper use of merchandise 
in those cases where there is something new about it and 
where there is no thorough familiarity. For example, 
while the sale of period furniture will be helped by room 
settings, it also can be sold without them, but room 
settings showing use are absolutely necessary for Modern 
furniture, which people do not know how to use.

of bad taste and waste of money that I know of anywhere. 

“A theater should be so planned that all of the depart- 
mental units, involved in the creation of a theatrical 
production, are properly organized in relation to one 
another and to the whole. These units should, of course, 
include the offices of executives, dressing rooms for the 
actors, and working space for all other persons necessary 
to a production; housing requirements for the production 
of material such as scenery and costumes, and for storage; 
and, in addition, provision for social and recreational 
activities, schooling and training facilities. 

“The test of a designer or an architect comes when he 
is requested to do something simply. Any one can take 
a vast wall surface and break it up with gingerbrea 
decoration of the gewgaw variety. But tell this same 
interior designer that he may not do this, that the client 
demands restraint in design, restful surroundings, that 
in fact he insists upon it—and see what happens! For 
there is a great difference between a wall surface kept 
simple in a fine, sensitive manner and one that is left 
entirely bare by a less able designer. 

“There is no question in my mind but that theater 
architecture will break away from the antiquated proscen- 
ium formula. The motion picture is helping it along. By 
its technique, it affords immensely diversified entertain- 
ment which, except for the fact that the medium is much 
more flexible than the present proscenium acting stage, 
is the most limiting form the stage has ever had. Con-

sequently, I feel certain that the theater and cinema will 
grow farther and farther apart as time goes on—to the 
advantage of both. 

“For four months during the past winter my engineers 
and I were busy redesigning the Ringling Brothers- 
Barnum & Bailey Circus, and in that time we eliminated 
most of the jumble from the past that cluttered it up. 

“Most of our innovations for the circus are behind the 
scenes in electric cooking ranges, diesel power plants and 
tractors for loading, to enable the circus folk to pack up 
and move on from one town to another quickly and easily. 
But there'll be hundreds of changes out front, the most 
noticeable being, possibly, the tent standing with no poles 
in it. For this tent four steel towers are lifted into the air 
from trucks at each corner of the tent and ropes from the 
towers hold up the “big top” like a suspension bridge. And 
there'll be new animal cages that let you see more than the 
old ones; new backgrounds that make you think you're 
seeing the beasts in their own native surroundings; a new 
set-up for aerialists’ gear so you won't have to peer 
through a maze of ropes to see them swing. 

“The first requirement of the theater, as I view it today, 
is the same aggressive spirit of experimentation that 
characterizes progressive industry. The quality of our 
drama would be greatly enhanced if the theater were 
industrialized, which implies a modern and economical 
organization, financial structure and stabilization.”
